Quite recently, there has been some discussion as to the action of our H.C. Juries, on the assumption 
that they were severe and that, furthermore, in the writing of the programs themselves, the work of the 
students has been made difficult through statements as to detail, which might have been somewhat unneces- 


sary. 


This problem is now being studied with the thought that the objections raised by the General Jury as 


well as by some of the students might be relieved. 


The Juries have been conscious of the hardship involved in placing a serious study H.C. and there 1s 
every desire, naturally, to avoid discouraging the earnest student.

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The following discussions of the judgments are presented as an unofficial opinion by a member of the 
Jury especially delegated for this purpose. Although the Committee on Education hopes that these informal 
discussions will prove of value to the students, they cannot be interpreted as the collective opinion of the Jury.

““AN INDUSTRIAL CITY” 


_ It was evident to the Jury that the problem was beyond the ability of the average architectural student, 
as its solution involved a knowledge of city planning and landscape architecture as well as proficiency in 
architectural design. 


The majority of the competitors had little appreciation for ground forms that is so necessary in designing 
a road or street system. Few took advantage of the comparatively low grades, either for the purpose of 
escaping a gridiron.plan, or securing a better composition on an extended avenue. Where escape was sought 
from straight streets, curved roads were introduced with little regard for block form. Bridges were lavishly 
supplied with no consideration for economic use. In a number of instances the shopping centers were more 
than a mile from the home, too great a distance, especially in the section allotted to low cost housing, if 
the family does not own a car. 


Many of the solutions submitted were too grandiose for an industrial city and the cost of construction 
and maintenance of the streets and parks would have been excessive for the community unless it were 
subsidized by the industries that located there, a fact that was not quite clear in the program. A number 
of the competitors extended their plans indefinitely off the property, or stopped them abruptly at the 
boundary, leaving their solution part of a larger plan. 


It would be interesting to see the solutions for such a problem by a group of students in architecture 
and landscape architecture, or city planning, working in collaboration, especially if the program could be 
edited by collaborating practitioners. 


The solution of R. K. Chisholm of Yale University, awarded a First Medal, is interesting and his road 
system shows an appreciation for the topography. Without knowing whether it was possible to obtain 
rights of way across the land on the east for the railroad sidings, he assumes the liability of excessive cost 
for additional land. 


In the solution of E. Saarinen of Yale University, awarded a First Medal, the through traffic is well 
handled and the parking strip on the east side of the main highway is a safeguard against unsightly en- 
croachment. Difficulties might be encountered with under-passes, grade of railroad tracks, and water level 
of the river. The number of bridges is extravagant and crossing the river at an angle is usually difficult. 
The plan as a whole might be termed angular, a style that is questionable for such a development. 


The solution of E. M. Foote, Jr., of Yale University, awarded a Second Medal, which distributes the 
shopping centers, is commendable. The routing of through traffic between the housing and the park is 
questionable. Reducing the street width in the housing area is economic, but there seems no reason for 
their peculiar meanderings in a pseudo naturalistic manner. 


In the solution of R. MacKinnon, Jr., of New York University, awarded a Second Medal, the separation 

.of the low, medium and high class housing by park areas is interesting. It is to be regretted that the lot areas 

*were not further developed and the excessive number of streets reduced. A very interesting parti which 
should have had more study in details. 


The solution of M. R. Dobberman of the University of Illinois, awarded a Second Medal, is quite 
interesting in the arrangement of the several classes of housing and the development of the industrial area 
with the siding from the railroad tracks. The through traffic on the west side of the river, between the park 
and the housing is unfortunate. In fact, the through and community traffic are not well separated. More 
data is required regarding the direction of flow and the amount of water in the river, before such elaborate 
plans are warranted for the water basins and islands in the park development. 


In the solution of M.O. Urbahn of the University of Illinois, awarded a Second Medal, the development 
is well protected on the west by parking areas, but on the north is confused with the high class housing. 
The distribution of shopping centers is good. With through traffic roads around the city it seems unnecessary 
to route any of the through traffic west of the park. In fact, there does not seem to be definition enough 
between the main traffic routes and the community trafic. The water features are over-developed. 


The solution of A. Rigolo of the University of Illinois, awarded a Second Medal, has provided ample 
space for recreation in the center of the blocks at the possible expense of too close a development in the 
housing. The main line of through traffic on the east side of the river acts as a by-pass for the community 
and it would seem that there is not enough differentiation between the widths of the streets for the community 
trafic and through traffic. The allotment of recreational areas in the industrial section is interesting. 
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The solution of D. D. Michel of the University of Illinois, awarded a Second Medal, has introduced 
an air port on the east side of the river, which might be wise. It would have been safer to arrange the sidings 
so their entrances from the main railroad tracks would have been on the property. There is no reason for 
such wide streets in the housing area, which increases the traffic hazard in the residential section and adds 
to the cost of construction and maintenance. The water features in the park are too intricate. 


The solution of N. N. Culin of Massachusetts Institute of Technology, awarded a Second Medal, has 
by-passed the community on the east side of the river. The development of the park areas is logical. It is 
tobe regretted that it does not show more detail in the housing arrangements. 


The solution of J. A. Kerr of Princeton University, awarded a Second Medal, is simple and direct. 
Quite a feature is made of the symmetrical arrangement in the industrial area which is interesting. 


In the solution of R. L. Gwinn of Princeton University, awarded a Second Medal, the over wide streets 
in the housing section are uncalled for in a city of this size. One wonders why the diagonal road in the 
northwest corner of the property, as it seems to have no reason for being. 


The solution of T. T. Russell of the University of Pennsylvania, awarded a Second Medal, seems to 
have paid more attention to the repeating pattern formed by the street plan, than to the trafic problems 
and logical arrangement of housing. Too many bridges.

ARCHAEOLOGY III PROJET 


““’ MONUMENTAL CHINESE GATEWAY” 


The Jury considered the program an interesting one, well written and calculated to arouse the student’s 
interest. 


The projet which seemed to answer the program the best was H. P. Conaway’s of Yale University. 
His U plan which added much emphasis to the gateway permitted five openings which were well placed 
(not too far apart). Few students thought of this while “en loge.’ His sheet was well composed, the details 
adequate, the color most pleasing. 


Considered purely as a decorative sheet, exquisite in its orange and deep brown tones, with a simple 
note of dull green, the projet by D. C. Mackie of Yale University, was outstanding. Almost its equal as a 
decorative composition and even superior in draughtsmanship was the projet of H. E. Grieshaber of Yale 
University. 


The excellent projet by C. E. McBurney of the University of Illinois, had the best section, well worked 
out in bright colors and a variety of well studied details. 


There were half a dozen First Mentions that just missed being medals, because of the poor treatment 
of the five openings or the lack of sufficient interesting details. The same is true of quite a number of fair 
projets which possibly deserved an award but were not worthy of a full Mention. 


On the whole the projets were of a high order of excellence and made a beautiful display of oriental 
colors and forms.

INTERIOR DESIGN III 


“AN ARCHITECT'S WORKSHOP” 
The Third Competition of the year in Interior Design was “An Architect’s Workshop.” 


4 First Mentions were awarded; 5 Mentions, and 9 Half-Mentions, but none of the drawings were 
considered good enough for a second medal. Three of the First Mentions were submitted by students of 
New York University and one*by a student of the University of Illinois. 


The jury was interested to see that practically all of the designs submitted were carried out in the modern 
manner with modern furniture and backgrounds. It was also a matter of interest that the architects on 
the jury unanimously voted that they would not desire for themselves any one of the schemes submitted. 


One of the matters brought to the attention of the jury, was the fact that in nearly every design a 
cactus was shown. The question was raised whether this plant was included in the sketch because it was 
symbolical of the architect or of the interior decorator. 


The juries for the Interior Design Competitions are on the whole greatly disappointed with the propor- 
tion of drawings submitted in each competition which are not worthy of consideration, and which show 
clearly that many students have not had enough training or preparation to enter such competitions.

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27TH PARIS PRIZE, FIRST PRELIMINARY COMPETITION 
“‘’ MONUMENTAL BEACON AND LIGHTHOUSE” 


There were two thoughts rather generally realized among the members of the Jury, and expressed in 
making the final selection: 


_ First, to produce a good design, well presented without help in twelve hours was a real task for a well 
trained advanced student. 


Second, that among the hundreds of drawings submitted there was a very large proportion of really 
poor designs—many hardly worth considering, and some obviously neglected, either through discourage- 
ment or indifference. 


The worst results seemed to culminate in two projets evidently submitted as jokes—one being appa- 
rently a yellow object, shaped like a cucumber, scratched and daubed. The Jury, after enjoying the humorous 
qualities of these submissions, decided that the joke was in bad taste both with regard to the Jury and the 
other students, and that their authors might stay out of further competitions until they had cooled off. 


The capacity for good work was shown by the excellence of the ten designs selected—and perhaps 
half a dozen more not finally chosen. It was noted that some drawings, coming apparently from one source, 
unfortunately were too much alike in their solution, there was also a prevalence of solutions copied from 
Alfred Poor’s Aviation Memorial at Kitty Hawk; however, taking inspiration from successful work should 
not be entirely discouraged. 


To mention specific solutions, the projet from the Catholic University signed J. M. Baer was at first 
criticised as being rock cut rather than constructed, but its qualities of simplicity and imagination so recom- 
mended it, that it was selected. 


The projet by J. Fabricius, New York University, was commended for its sphinx-like character, well 
adapted to guarding a headland—and another New York University projet signed M. Sherman gained in 
favor steadily. At first it was criticised as not facing the water, but its character of seeming to resist the 
approaching waves was commended; the plan, with its museum and keeper at its normal entrance was good. 
A third New York University projet by W. J. Fazulak was considered the best of the solutions inspired by 
the Kitty Hawk wings. The plan is square at the lowest level, but the slit in the back might be awkward 
to handle higher up. 


The design by J. H. Fisher of Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute was generally commended as a fine 
simple solution. It had a good plan, a real landing, and a simplicity that would always remain dignified 


through changing taste.

cLAss “A” Vv PROJET—‘‘A CITY HOUSING PROBLEM” 


The problem of the Dam, Plant and Mine is only applicable to one industry. The chances of an architect 
ever being interested in such a problem are about a million to one. It has, therefore, been decided not to 
give the problem. In its place will be substituted a City Housing Problem. 


Throughout every major city in the United States there exist large blighted and slum areas in which 
a great proportion of our population live under conditions which are far from ideal. The Federal Government 
has started an effort toward the elimination of these festering sores in our urban life. Many municipalities 
are devoting a great deal of attention, because of tax delinquencies, to finding a solution to the blighted and 
slum areas. This is a problem not alone of housing but of city planning. It will engage the attention of 
architects for many years to come. The architect should undertake the problem from the broadest possible 
viewpoint, with a full appreciation of the need of master planning of communities as well as the relatively 
simple problem of the building. While a great many of the people of this country may not at this time be 
housed adequately without subsidy, our problem is not so much the extent of that subsidy as it is to show 
the way to proper living conditions for families of low income. 


The problem will be the study of a section of a city which is now a slum area, consisting of 16 blocks, 
based on land costing approximately $1.00 per square foot. 


The architectural magazines throughout the last two years contain sufficient data to indicate the 
solution of a problem of this nature here in the United States.

“AN INDUSTRIAL CITY” 


Under the great reconstruction work which the gov- 
ernment is now sponsoring, a number of small indus- 
trial groups are to be included as a part of the building 
program. 

The land generaily chosen for such a purpose is of 
low value and undeveloped so that excellent opportuni- 
ties are presented for development. Liberal use of this 
land for parks, parkways, housing, recreation, etc., is 
therefore perm‘ssible. 

For this proposed city, there is to be an estimated 
population of 25,000 persons, to be housed preferably 
in detached units allowing five persons per family. At- 
tacned houses may be sparingly used if desired. 

The major problem consists in the location of the 
principal elements and their interrelationsh:p with the 
street system, which should provide convenient and safe 
circulation within the city. 

Principal Elements: 


I. An industrial area approximately 640 acres. 

IJ. A residential area approximately 1,000 acres. 
70% for low cost houses, 8 to the acre; 25% 
medium cost, 6 to the acre; 5% high cost, one 
per acre. 

III. A business area providing approximately one 
retail store to each 100 persons. A wholesale 
area approximately 15 acres and approximately 
15 acres devoted to yards for building materials, 
coal, etc. 

IV. A civic center. Buildings forming same to be 
selected from list given below. 

Additional requirements which shall be provided as 

follows: 

A. School buildings, one to each five hundred fam- 

ilies, 6 acres each. A high school with 25 acres. 

B. A system of parks and parkways that will permit 

of their convenient use by all citizens inluding 
ample neighborhood areas for children’s play- 
grounds and restful planted open spaces. 

Parks for adult recreation should include an inclosed 
area for baseball and track events, and the use of the 
river for public bathing. 

Ample parking spaces for automobiles should be pro- 
vided at points of congestion. 

The following buildings shall be shown in plan and 
plainly numbered as follows: 


1. City Hall 5S. Hotel 

2. Community Building 6. Hospital 

3. Library 7. Churches 

4. Post Office 8. Railroad Station

ARCHAEOLOGY III PROJET 
“A MONUMENTAL CHINESE GATEWAY” 


The great Chinese Emperors planned their cities 
with a grand simplicity. The usual form was square 
with two main streets on axes, not unlike the Roman 
“castra.” These avenues were terminated by monu- 
mental gateways which pierced the city walls. The 
walls were usually built-up of earth and faced with a 
revetment of brick; they were quite wide so as to serve 
as an elevated roadway for the garrison. Often the 
walls were brilliantly stuccoed and they were crowned 
by crenellation, by a parapet of colored tiles, or by a 
balustrade. Symmetrically placed along the walls were 
various buildings, watch towers, barracks, drum tow- 
ers, storage houses. The general impression was that 
of great grandure. 

The general scheme of a Chinese building is that of 
an elaborate roof, or roofs, supported by brackets which 
rest on columns rising from a platform. The walls do 
not carry the roof but are used to fill in between the 
supporting columns, similar to our modern steel con- 
struction. Wood is usually used but if masonry is sub- 
stituted the forms follow very closely the wooden 
method of construction. Color plays an important part 
in the scheme. The dominating roofs are often tiled 
with colored glazed tiles; Imperial yellow, blue, black, 
red and green; and often there are elaborate poly- 
chrome ornaments along the ridges and hips. ‘The 
bracket-forms which take the place of the Greek cornice 
are like a rainbow in color, while the supporting col- 
umns are often lacquer red with a gold or vari-colored 
diaper pattern. Sometimes the columns are of stone 
decorated with mythical animals in high, or low, relief. 
White marble is used on balustrades, for voussoirs and 
for column plinths. 

The subject of this projet is a Monumental Gate- 
way for a new city to be built by Kublai Khan. 
Though he is a Mongol he admires the civilization he 
has conquered and wishes a design in the classic Chinese 
manner. The year is 1280 A.D. (in Europe the Gothic 
is just emerging from the Romanesque). The Great 
Khan wishes a gateway with five openings. He wishes 
the gateway to be surmounted by a magnificent audi- 
ence hall, to be of the type which the Chinese call a 
“tien” or oblong building surrounded by an open por- 
tico. At either side of this building are to be open 
pavilions, called “t’ing,” which will be connected with 
the Great Hall by “lang,” or open galleries. The entire 
scheme must not be over 340 feet long. The city wall 
is 30 feet high. From this gateway Kublai Khan will 
survey his triumphant hordes returning from distant 
lands bearing spectacular tributes,

An architect whose office is in the city has planned 
to equip a room in his country house as a Workshop 
and Study for his personal requirements. He possesses 
a collection of architectural books and fragments for 
which provision must be made in the decoration of the 
room, 


The size of this room is 16’ by 22’ with a 10’ ceiling. 
On the one short wall, which faces north, is a large 
studio window ; opposite on the south wall is a fireplace. 
One long wall is unbroken; the opposite wall has two 
doorways, one leading to a hall and the other to a 
closet, the dimensions and location of which are left to 
the discretion of the student. 

Equipment of the room should include a work bench 
with electrically driven lathe, drill and saw; drafting 
table; blue-print cabinet; modelling stand and painting 
easel. 

The decorations should be simple and practical. The 
lighting is to be carefully studied from a utilitarian 
viewpoint, as this room is to be used for study as well 
as a workshop; also adequate provision should be made 
for comfortable chairs and other furniture.

“CARVED WOODEN TOP FOR GATE POSTS” 


Many houses in the country have fences with two 
types of gates in them, the larger type for an important 
entrance 10 or 12 feet wide, with posts 7 to 8 feet high, 
and 8 to 12 inches in diameter, and at other places on 
the grounds, smaller gates for footpaths 4 or 5 feet 
wide, with posts from 4 to 6 inches across. The latter 
are usually in post and rail fences, or hurdle rustic 
wooden fences. The former are placed in split sapling 
fences, board fences or painted wood rail fences. 

This competition is for wood carving designs suitable 
for tops of such posts as described above. In this prob- 
lem the post for Class “‘A”’ is 11 inches square; and for 
Class “B” 6 inches square.

*“’ MONUMENTAL BEACON AND LIGHTHOUSE” 


At the entrance to a harbor, it is proposed to build a Monumental Beacon and Lighthouse as a memorial to 
a transatlantic aviator. This is to serve, first, as a guide both for seagoing vessels and aircraft, and second, as a 
memorial, to contain in a small museum, models, portraits and records of the aviator whom it is proposed to 
honor. 


The site is a rocky point reached by a boulevard from the metropolis. There should also be provided 
a landing with steps from the waterside, parking space for twenty to thirty cars, and ample terraces from 
which to enjoy the sea view. 


The building itself is to consist of: 
1. The Tower, at least 100 feet high, so arranged that the lights are visible from both sea and air. 
2. A small Museum of at least 1,200 sq. ft. 
3. Living quarters for the keeper and his two assistants. 
The site available measures 100 by 100 feet.
